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1 . MFA SOURCE CONFIRMED THAT EC NINE MADE DEMARCHES ON 
CYPRUS ON APRIL 5. DUTCH AMBASSADORS DELIVERED 
THE COMMUNITY'S MESSAGE IN ANKARA AND ATHENS AND THE U. K. 
AMBASSADOR IN NICOSIA GAVE IT TO THE GOVERNMENT OF CYPRUS 
AND DENKTASH. LUXEMBOURG AMBASSADOR IN NEW YORK INFORMED 
WALDHEIM. DEMARCH URGED BOTH SIDES TO ADHERE TO THE 
MUTUALLY ACCEPTED TIME TABLE FOR EXCHANGING PROPOSALS IN 
VIENNA INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS. WITH DENKTASH AND TURKISH 
GOVERNMENT, THE NINE STRESSED THE HOPE THAT DENKTASH WILL 
CONSIDER CT BRIDES' INFORMAL TERRITORIAL PROPOSALS AS A 
STARTING POINT FOR SERIOUS NEGOTIATIONS. OFFICIAL ALSO 
CONFIRMED REPORT REFTEL (A) (REPEATED TO LUXEMBOURG IN 
REFTEL (B)) ABOUT EC NINE'S CONCERN THAT DENKTASH IS 
USING THE FACT THAT CLERIDES HAS NOT "FORMALLY" GIVEN 
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NEGOTIATIONS. EC NINE DECISION TO MAKE DEMARCHES MADE BY 
POLITICAL DIRECTORS AND NOT BY HEADS OF GOVERNMENT 
MEETING IN LUXEMBOURG APRIL 1 AND 2. CYPRUS WAS NOT 
TOPIC OF CONVERSATION AT THE SUMMIT MEETING. 

2. TURKISH AMBASSADOR TO LUXEMBOURG. WHO IS RESIDENT 
IN BRUSSELS, WILL BE IN LUXEMBOURG APRIL 8 TO BRIEF GOL 
ON TURKISH REACTION TO DEMARCHE AND ON CURRENT STATE 
OF INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS. HE WILL ALSO PROVIDE TURKISH 
REACTION TO GREEK APPROACHES IN VARIOUS EC CAPITALS 
REGISTERING DISPLEASURE WITH U.S. /TURKISH DEFENSE 
COOPERATION AGREEMENT (BRUSSELS 3494). ACCORDING TO 
TURKISH OFFICIAL HERE, TURKISH AMBASSADOR WILL STRESS 
GOT'S CONTINUED WILLINGNESS TO WORK FOR SOLUTION TO 
CYPRESS IMP ASS AND STRESS TURKISH VIEW THAT GREEKS AND 
GREEK-CYPRIOTS ARE RESPONSIBLE FOR CURRENT DIFFICULTIES. 

HE WILL ALSO ARGUE THAT U.S./TURKISH DEFENSE COOPERATION 
AGREEMENT SHOULD BE WELCOMED BY ALL NATO ALLIES AS A 
VITAL STEP IN STRENGTHENING NATO'S SOUTHERN FLANK AND 
SHOULD NOT BE REGARDED AS A HINDRANCE TO PROGRESS TOWARDS 
CYPRESS SOLUTION. HE WILL ADD THAT NECESSITY OF U. S. 
CONGRESSIONAL APPROVAL OF AGREEMENT WILL, IF ANYTHING, 
INCREASE RATHER THAN DECREASE PRESSURE ON TURKEY TO 
ENCOURAGE SERIOUS NEGOTIATIONS IN VIENNA. PHILLIPS 
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
